name of collecting and all collectors

But nothing they 
hav e done is more contrary to usual 
laws than the m anner in which they 
hav e turned mistak es into fortunes. 
Since 
time 
was, 
people 
hav e 
pro­ 
fessed to deriv e indirect profit froru 
their mistak es, but the collector ac­ 
tually does reap material gain from 
errors. 
Where do all the rare stamps come 
from? 
For what does the philatelist 
v alue 
them? 
There 
are 
t lie 
old 
stamps, of course, such as the post­ 
master stamps of 
the 
days 
before 
there 
were 
gov ernment issues, and 
there are stamps Valuable for their 
sheer beauty of design and execution. 
There are the stamps of foreign coun­ 
tries which hav e had v arious political 
experiences such as the Alsace and 
Lorraine issues of 1870-1871. 
These 
are interesting as history. 
Error Increases Value. 
But an exceedingly important and. 
to the layman, surprising source of 
rare stamps is the error. 
In ev ery 
issue of stamps errors occur and ev ery 
error increases the v alue of a stamp 
for the philatelist, but tHe « rror lie 
lov es best and the one for which he 
watchfully waits whenev er a new is­ 
sue of stamps is due is the inv erted 
error. 
The inv erted error is always 
liable to occur when the issue is y bi­ 
color job, which means that the sheets 
of stamps 
must 
be 
printed 
twice. 
There is tin» danger, from the stand­ 
point of the philatelist, that in tin* 
second printing at least 
one 
sheet 
w ill be turned upside down and c une 
I 
out with an inv erted center. 
The last 
time the philatelic world had a thrill j 
of this k ind was in 1018, when the bi­ 
color aero stamp issue was printed. 
A young priv ate 
stamp 
collector 
pick ed up $ 15.000 for tin* error made 
in this issue.

The other three pane*, of the 
sheet of errors were discov ered at the 
bureau. 
Mr. ltobey sold bis block of stamps 
to Eugene Klein of Philadelphia for 
$ 15,000 and the dealer in turn sold 
tnem to E. H. It. Green, son of Hetty 
Green, for $ 20.000. 
Mr. Green brok e 
Die block , k ept sov ne for his own col­ 
lection and put the others on sale on

The first inv erted error on record 
was made in 1880 in the 15, the 24 
and 30-cent v alues. 
Some of these got 
tosto the hands of collectors before 
they were found and called in. 
An 
unused copy of the 15-cent v alue was 
sold in New York recently far $ 4,100. 
; nd an unused 30 cent v alue fetched 
$ 3,500. 
Stamps, lik e eggs, are v alu­ 
able in proportion as they are scarce. 
In the 1901 Pan-American set there 
were inv erted errors in the 1, 2 and 
4-cerit v alues. 
These hav e nev er de­ 
manded 
prices 
In 
four figures, but 
they disappear into collections not on 
the mark et. 
The 5-Cent Red 
Error. 
The most sensational error that has 
ev er been made in the United Sta tes 
was the famous “5-cent red error” of 
1915. 
Its v alue is not yet great be­ 
cause it Had such a wide distribution 
before it was called in. 
The price 
ranges from $ 40 to $ 14, according to 
whether the stamp has ten perfora­ 
tions or elev en, or no perforations 
at 
all. 
The 5-cent error is Interesting 
on account of the way in which the 
mistak e came about. 
When the plates were ready for 
printing a proof was pulled and sub­ 
mitted to the inspector for approv al. 
On proof of plate 
7942, the inspector 
mark ed three impressions as lighter 
in tone than the others. 
These three 
were ordered remov ed from the plate 
and new impressions made. 
When 
the printer called for the roller to 
mak e these new impressions he re­ 
ceiv ed by mistak e the roller for the 
5-cent v alue, which greatly resembles 
the 2-cent roller upside down. 
Nobody caught the mistak e and the 
plate was approv ed and put to press. 
From March 7 until May 2 the sale 
of the issue went on before the error 
was discov ered. 
It is not to 
be supposed that only 
four errors hav e been 
made since 
1 8 69 . 
Errors are being made all the 
time. 
Errors of 
inks and colors and 
errors In perforating. 
Down at the 
bu­ 
reau of engrav ing and printing they 
confess to many mistakes in 
ev ery 
printing but to the ex pectant, eag er 
philatelist it seems a long time be­ 
tween errors.

I GUESSING MAY 
SILENT 200 YEARS! 


Timepiece Made Up of More Than 


5 0 0 Parts Was Built By Jo hn 


Harrison. 


London, 
Eng., 
April 
16.—The 
achievement of an officer of the 
British Admiralty Hydrographic De­ 
partment in restarting 
an 
ancient 
clock which had been unused for 
nearly 200 years, sheds light on 
a 
long-forgot ten romance. 
The clock was the 
invention 
of 
.John Harrison, the 
self-taught son 
of a Yorkshire 
carpenter, 
and 
it 
gained for 
him 
the 
government 
prize of $100,000 offered for a ship’s 
chronometer which would accurately 
indicate longitude. 
Comprising more than 
500 parts, 
this remarkable clock weighs 
more 
than 100 pounds, and took two years 
to construct. Actually, it is a clock 
within a clock, the lesser clock keep­ 
ing time for four minutes only, when 
it is automatically rewound by the 
bigger clock, which itself requires to 
be wound once daily.

Last call for Ohio farm ers to m ake 
sure that their seed corn will germin­ 
ate 9 0 per c-mt or better this spring, 
has been issued by farm corps ex- 
: tension specialists at the Ohio State 
university in a special communication 
to all Ohio county agents. 
Summ ary of 250 reports subm itted 
by teahers of vocational agriculture 
in 23 counties, mostly in northern and 
w estern Ohio, shows th at only where 
seed corn was stored in the house or 
carefully strung up in a protected shed 
last fall, has it retained high viabili­ 
ty. 
Of corn stored in cribs or in the 
shock thruont the winter, the reports 
indicate only from 50 to 78 per cent 
is worth planting. 
Seed corn selected last Septem ber 
or October, however, and well stored 
during the winter is averaging better 
'th an 9 9 per cent in germination tests. 
Seed corn not selected 
until

month is averaging between 50 and oo 
per cent germination.
